Indianapolis, December 13.—Right Rev. 
Joseph M. Francis, bishop of the BPpis- 
copal diocese of Indiana, declares that 
the shortage of babies in the church is 
alarming, and that the homes of wealthier 
members of the church in Indiana have 
an average of only about one child to the 
family. 

“Women of the finer homes do not want 
babies nowadays,” said Bishop Francis 
tonight.

DEATH OF HARVEY DENNIS 


Prominent Citizen of Putnam Dies at 
His Home Near Phoenix, in 
That County, at Advanced 
Age of Eighty-Six 
Years. 


Eatonton, Ga., December !3.—(Spécial.) 
After quite.a protracted iliness, Harvey 
J. Dennis, one of Putnam's ploneer citi- 
zens and one of the county’s oldest and 
most respected inhabitants, died yester- 
day. 

He was buried here today at 11 o’clock 
from the Baptist church, of which he 
was a consistent member, the pastor, Rev. 
Mr. Singleton, officiating with Rev. Mr. 
McCleskey, the Methodist minister, as- 
sisting. For years Mr. Dennis has been 
a member of the Masonic fraternity of 
thig place, and the burial ceremonies were 
ccenducted by this order. He leaves an 
aged and invalid widow with several sons 
and daughters to mourn his loss 

Mr. Dennis was a farmer and lived near 
historic old Phoenix, in the eastern part 
of the county, and considering the fact 
that he lacked only a few weeks of being 
86 years of age, was one of the most 
remarkably preserved men in‘the county. 
He was a great lover of sport, and has 
always kept a pack of well bred fox 
hounds which for purity of blood and 
for speed were known over several states. 
Up to a year or two ago, with age against 
him, he could ride horseback to the 
shame of most younger people. 

For several terms immediately after 
the war he served his county well as sher- 
iff; and for more than one term since 
he was tax collector of his county.

SUGAR REFINERY 
FOR BAINBRIDGE 


Owners of Tobacco Planta- 
tion Will Also Manufac-° 
ture Sugar. 


Bainbridge, Ga., December  13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The first sugar refinery to be es- 
tablished in Georgia and one of the most 
complete and up-to-date plants in the en-* 
tire south fs now about ready to begin 
operation on the large tobacco plantation 
of A. Cohen & Co., a few miles south of 
this city. 

The tobacco plantation of this firm is 
the largest one in the world and em- 
ploys about 2,000 hands. As the tobacco 
requires the attention of these lapurers 
only during the spring and autumn the 
Sugar cane was planted in order that the 
hands may find employment during the 
winter season. 

This is an experiment of A. Cohen & 
Co., which, if it proves successful, will 
mean much to the future of sugar cane 
growing in this county. They have spared 
no expense in putting up a complete 
plant which will cost between $10,000 
and $12,000. 


This year they planted about 500 acres 


in cane and expect to make about 1!,500,- 
000 pounds of sugar. The mill has a 
daily capacity of 12 tons of sugur and 
the mill will grind about 300 tons of 
cane. 

The entire cane crop will amount to 
between 8,000 and 10,000 tons of cane, 
and the company expect to make it 
pay a large dividend on its investment in 
a few years.

‘Go 
into all the world, preach the Gospel, heal 
the sick, and they went forth, the Spirit 
bearing witness.” 

This sublime trust in God runs like 
a fine golden chain throughout the Scrip- 
tures, linking all its eras in one perfect 
design, culminating in Christ-Jesus. It 


is the inevitable, sequence to the tr 
in and true retognition of One ommipo- 
tent Goa, one power-presence. 
Jesus sail, “i came that you may 
have life, and have it more abundant- 
ly. We read that, Hép, 3-14, “Became 
partakers of the flesi that through 
death he might destroy him that had 
the power of death, that is, ‘the-devil.” 
He came to Gestroy the “sin whose 
wages are death,’’ and reveal that “the 
gift of God is eternal Life.’ He came 
simply and ‘sublimely to tell the truth 
about God and man. He sald, ‘Ye shall 
know the Truth, and the Truth shall 
make you free.’’ Christian Science teaches 
the immaculate conception and birth of 
Jesus, his progressive steps in overcom- 
ing all materiality, his crucifixion, resur- 
rection, and ffnal ascension out of matter 
and beyond material vision. He was the 
expression of Mary’s glorified, spiritual 
perception that God is the real father 
of man, and through the humanity de- 
rived from Mary, he was able to cognize, 
rebuke, and destroy sin and death, “thus 
all judgment was committed unto the 
son.” On this basis, as the spiritual 
ideal, or Son of God, He came to 4 
world asleep in the dreams of material 
Srigin or material evolution, to which the 
flat of wisdom hag said, “Dust thou art, 
and unto dust thou shall return.”

It was as if he found the worll 
upside down, and he readjusted it right 
side up. He reversed conditions. T'o the 
palsled hand, resultant from this false 
sense of Be-ing, he said, “Stretch forth 
thine hand, and it was made whole 4s 
the other.’ To the disease bound woman 
he did not say “God has afflicted you, 
but Satan, the lle, the false Sense of 
being, hath bound thee,” or “thy faith 
hath made thee whole.’ To the maimed 
the halt, the blind, the sick, the sor- 
rowing, he spoke the healing words of 
Truth, in demonstration of the power 
of Spirtt, to the glory of God, and His 
law of Life. He applied his. divine logic 
of perfect Cause, and perfect effect, per- 
fect God, and perfect man, to all error. 


'™ PMhew that the fountain can rise no 


higaer than its source, that from God, 
the Divine Father, “Cometh every good 
and perfect gift,’ as St. James declares. 
He knew that evil, disease or discord 
could no more emanate from the Infinite 
and Holy One than Light can emit dark- 
ness, or Truth express a Iie.” He held 
on steadily to the divine promise ol 
his Reing, “I know whence I came, and 
I know whither 1 go.” “1 came from 
the Fatfier, and f go to the Father.” He 
tried to plant nis followers on this basic 
Treth, and said, “Call no man your 
father upon fhe earth, one is your father 
which is in heaven.’ And his prayer fur 
universal man has this same basis. ““Our 
father which is in heaven.” We know 
that man cannot reach his perfect, spirit- 
ual being on the false basis of material 
origin or evolution, any mote than dis- 
coFa céul@ express harmony, or flesh ex- 
press Spirit, with which ft is ever at 
war. On a-spiritual basis only could his 
followers be really followers or imitators 
of him. He came to reveal man’s infinite 
possibilities, when endue@d with a true 
knowledge of God's and man’s’ own in- 
dividual Being as a Son of God. He 
suid, “Even greatér things than these 
shail ye do.” That is, when the leaven 
of this Truth has permeated the uni- 
versal thought and man’s relation to 
God, in the splendor of the true Son- 
ship is revealed, and that God of Israel, 
who forgiveth our sin, an@ healeth our 
diseases, ‘4s understood, accepted, and 
adored, then snall God's reign of Love 
evid righteousness be }eetfabished, and 
God's will be done on earth as it 's 
in heaven.” 

For this glorious result, Jesus prayed, 
thé kingdom here, the reign of right- 
eousness, here and now. He came ful- 
filling God's law of Life, Harmony, Love, 
und that law annulled the laws of ma- 
teriahsm. sin and death. He openly 
triumphed over the “ordinances tat 
were against us.” over the principalities 
and powers, and made a show of them 
openly, nailing them to his cross, ‘so 
the great apostle testifies of him: Storm, 
tempest, space, matter, persecution, 
hatred, fell before his spliritualized sens:, 
and the splendors of his conquest after 
all these centuries, are beginning to be 
inderstoo@, for the Spirit of Truth is 
“removing the covering that Is over the 
face of the nations,” as that sublime 
optimist, Tsiah saw, ‘“‘the vell is being 
rent, and the spiritual Idea understood. 

And it is even now flooding the unil- 
vereal. consciousness with Light, awaken- 
ing the dormant faculties and rejoicing tn 
the inspiring prophecy 
“That the earth shall be filed with the 
knowledge of the glory (or the Science 
of God) as the waters cover the sea.”

We have been educated into the stupid 
fallacy that ‘‘seeing is belleving.’’

& H. Drummond finally {illustrates this 
same thought in his wonderful book ‘‘'Na- 
tural Law in- the Spiritual World.” A 
mole, a bird, and man afe equally deni- 
gens of the earth; the mole grovéls in 
the ground, and cognizes only ita earthly 
confines; the bird soars above the level 
of the earth in the freedom of the upper 
air, soaring in the blue ether, singing in 
the joy of the sunlight, and the green 
vboughs of the trees. Mag, in the large- 
ness of vision, looks beyond the birds’ 
horizon, and plerees the Infinite: to him 
splendor on splendor unvells {tself in the 
iliimitable realm of Mind; the same 
granduer and beauty exist for all; it is 
a question of concept, of appropriation, 
of apprelrending. Paul said, “‘I strive that 
I may apprehend,” and he refers to the 
grand culmination when “we shall see 
even as We are se€n, and know even as 
we are known.” When we shall s@e 
God's ideal man, inst@éad of our own 
poor sense of man, He also expressed 
this thought: ‘As in Adam (the mater- 
jal or dust concept of man) all die; so in 
the Christ (the immaculate, spiritual, 
true concept of man) all are made alive.” 
The tenacity with which tbe human mind 
elings to what it sees often reminds -me 
of the ol@ man who lived tn the mild 
vicissitudes of his finite environment, 
with its privations and sorrows, yet 
thanked God daily for the flat old earth, 


‘and the sun and moan that rose daily 


ro illumine his exlgtence; when some one 


disturbed his equanimity by telling him 


that the earth was whirling through 
space, and the sun was the central still- 
He pondered deeply on this strange 
contradiction, and fhe next day, seeing the

‘said. “the sun do move, I see it.”’

studded with its “‘patinis of bright gold,”’ 
and the enlargement of vision wag closed. 
to the infinife systems, and systems re- 
volving in sublime subjection to law and 
order. This, however, is not so serious 
as to cling to the material and limited 
sense of man, and his possibilities as a 
enild of God. If Jesus came to be.the 
Savior of the world from its existant 
Giscordant conditions, as his works prove 
that he did; if he came to reveal that 
Truth that shall make mankind free, his 
teaching must have been revolutionary, 
in the realm of thought, as Copernicus 
in the realm of Astronomy; it must have 
peen the rebuke of those conditions. We 
should not. be surprised that it seemed 
strange, indeed often so preposterous 
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‘hat they scorned and mocked and stoned 
him. 

As Jesus spoke out his sublime trans- 
cendentalisms knowing thag now is 
the spirftual fact, and that time is now, 
be sald: “Before Abraham was, I am, 
f and my father are one.” “I am the liv- 
ing bread that came down from heaven, 
he that eateth that bread shall live for- 
ever.” ‘My words are spirit, and they are 
Life.” “As the living father sent me, 
and I live by the Father, so he that eat- 
eth me. shall live by me.” | 

How they scoffffed, and stoned and 
jeered this patient, tender Jesus, who 
used the divine power to heal and save, 
and bless. The Jerusalem of Sensualism 
ever stones and kills the prophets that 
are sent unto it.” 

Jesus viewed man from the standpoint 
of Spirit, not matter, Soul, not sense. 
and that is the secret of Jesus. and of 
Christian Science. He came, 28 we are 
told in the scriptures, “to judge not af- 
ter the seeing of the eye, mor the hear- 
ing of the ear, but to judge righteous 
judgment.’ The very basis of Christian- 
{ty is Faith, which the apostle describes 
us ‘The substance of things hoped for.” 
Now, faith is a mental! condition, yet it

This 
is what Jesus, and Peter, and Paul, and 
the ancient prophets did, they held on In 
thoucht to the unseen, eternal verities of 
Be-ing, in of, and in reversal of 
materia! ¢ and in that consists 
the sublimity and simplicity of their meth- 
ods and works 

If we will follow Jesus’ reversals or 
denials of material evidence, and 100K 
up to God, the invisible, instead of to the 
ground as the Source of Good, we will 
find {t all here in Mind. In the wilder- 
ness of mortal fear and doubt the table 
ig spread, the waters flow from the rock, 
the Red Sea is parted for us. Our limi- 
tations are the results of our fears, 
doubts, and false education. We really 
live, and move and have our Be-ing in 
x0d, the infinite Good. 

Beginning with the simple triumphs 
over the sense evidence of sickness and 
rebuking the fever, cleansing the 
leper, Jesus took each step in the way of 
divine Life, In a constantly ascending 
ecale of demonstration, healing every 
manner of disease and sin without drugs 
®r hypnotism, but by the power of eter- 
nal Truth, saying to every form of er- 
ror, God does not know you, for he is 
omnipotent Good, the only Cause or Mind, 
therefore, you are a Har. without Cause, 
Creator, or Principle: therefore you are 
unreal, an illusion of the human mind. 
He applied this divine understanding to 
every human condition, feeding the multi- 
tude by knowing that Mind makes the 
hurvest, not matter. He revealed the 
true coinmunism in the One Source of 
supply for each and all, the divine Love. 
impartial in His gifts. To know this 
is to banish toil, and unloose the bur- 
dens of mortal struggle, Life and strength 
are in God, not In nor from the ground. 

Jesus had a different idea of Life. Sub- 
Stance, Truth, InteWigence, from ours, 
hence his transecendant powers. Because 
Life to him was God, without beginning 
or ending, the eternal circle of Mind, he 
raised the dead: He knew that the ho-y 
one could not see death nor corruption. 
The ascending scale of his demonstra- 
tions over death show with great force 
how he resisted the testimony of the 
personal senses. Let us see, first the lit- 
tle maid who had just died; to the ma- 
terial sense, Jesus saw the silent form

With the failure of this mission it is 
then the undoubted intention of Colombia 
to invade the isthmus by a land march, 

* tius avoiding the intervention of the 
American nava)] forces at Colon and Pan- 
ama. 

The land approach to either of the lat- 
ter cities is to the last degree difficuit, 
on the Atlantic side necessitating 2 
maroh through territory held by a hostiie 
tribe of Indians—the San Blas—and on 
the Pacific side over almost impassible 
mountains and through a country lack- 
ing in the necessaries of life. 

But I am able to state, by personai in- 
vestigation, that notwithstanding these 
difficulties, the Colombian government is 
quietly coliecting troops that are being 
held in readiness jn all parts of the coun- 
fry to make the attempt at invasion as 
Boon as the time for it comes. 

In the latter event, it is claimed by the 
Colombian military leaders that, owing 
to the long experience of their men in 
all the practical difficulties of warfare in 
this country, the contempiated invasion 
wil] not prove so impossible as it other- 
Wise seems.

That Florida Ship Canal. 

The Constitution notes with pleas- 
ure that a number of western contem- 
poraries have commented ¢ favorably 
upon the Florida ship cana] measure 
which we recently revived for discus- 
sion. The newspapers along the great 
rivers that find freightage on their 
bosoms to the mouth of the Mississip- 
pi for so much of their export prod- 
uce trade are especially interested and 
Say that the feasibility of building that 
canal should be once more taken up 
by the national government.

In American politics there is no 
telling, of course, what six monihs 
more of discussion and maneuvering 
may bring forth.

TEXANS FEARFUL 


OF BOLL WEEVIL 


Luna, Texas, Decemeber 10.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Never in the history 
of céntral and northern Texas have the 
cotton planters experienced so nearly a 
total failure in growing cotton, their chief 
marketable product, and the only one 
which cOMmMands spot cash at any and 
@ll times, and consequently their chief 
means of support. 

The destruction of the cotton crop over 
a greater part of one-half of the counties 
in the best cotton growing belt of Texas 
was wroug.it this year by the Mexican 
boll weevil, which were.so numerous and 
ravageous that thousands of acres pro- 
duced absolutely no cotton, and this upon 
land which had for years never failed to 
produce avérage crops with fair sea- 
sons. The farmers of this infested district 
are face to face with the most serious 
problem of their lives as to the method 
of exterminating the boll weevil, or at 
beast to check the beetle in its work 
until the cotton maturing season passes. 

The boll weevil has proven a far 
greater destroyer of cotton this year than 
all other evils and enemies of cotton 
combined. 

What to do and when to begin to save 
the crop of 1904 is the all absorbing ques- 
tion of the cotton grower at present. He 
realizes the grave situation he is placed 
in and with deep regret turns to the 
merchant who has supplied him with the 
necessaries of life and the two exchange 
sympathies and indulge in speculations 
as to the next crop. The cotton in the 
infested district has all been picked, 
ginned and sold, hence the stubborn facts 
confront the planters, both landlord and 
tenant alike. There can be no question 
but that the boll weevil has caused a 
loss of many millions of dollars to the 
farmers of Texas. 

In many sections the yield this year on 
account of the weevil has been only from 
5 to 7 per cent of the average yield of 
ordinary s¢€asons, undisturbed by any 
pest. 

In !902 this (Freestone) county pro- 
duced 35,000 bales of cotton. This year 
(1903) the total production of the county 
was 1,750 bales, or 5 per cent of last 
year’s crop. Hence the loss to the farm- 
ers of this county alone at the present 
prices of cotton amounts to over a mil- 
lion of dollars. 

To give a more adequate idea of the 
complete distruction by the boll weevil 
in this immediate section here are the 
facts: Of 100 cotton planters with a total 
of 2,000 acres in cotton only fifty bales 
were produced on the combined farms 
representing the work of 150 hands, thus 
making an average of one-half bale to 
the farm, Whereas in an ordinary crop 
Season, unmolested by the weevil, the 
average would have been ten bales to the 
planter, or a net gain of nearly $500 to 
each planter, over the boll weevil crop 
of this year. 

The figures of the early crop” calcu- 
lators were not realized and wil! fall far 
short of foreign expectations. Had it not 
been for the increased average of over a 
million acres more than last year, falling 
principally in the districts yet not in- 
fected with the weevil, this year’s crop 
would have proven the shortest in the 
history of the state. 

The situation of the cotton grower of 
Texas is extremely critical and perplex- 
ing, and the’ future a mystery difficult 
to unravel. The state has offered a re- 
ward of $50,000 for a means of exter- 
minating the weevil. Congress has been 
petitioned to appropriate a large sum 
to be disbursed, through the agricultural 
department, to the best advantage pos- 
sible. Conventions have. been held all 
over the state, and everything possible 
is being done to thwart the Mexican 
pest next year, which is here in great 
numbers. Its staying qualities are good. 
There is a battle royal on, and the peo- 
ple of Texas have decided that it must 
be fought to a finish, and the enemy 
forever laid to rest. It is either victory 
or no cotton in 1904. 

History of Mexican Boll Weevil. 

The Mexican boll weevil was first dis- 
covered, according to best authorities, in 
Central America, but it was scarcely 
known and attracted but little attention 
until it was first described from Mexico, 
in 1878. Hence the name Mexican boll 
weevil. Cotton raising was abandoned 
in Mexico in 1862, on account of the 
boll weevil. 

The weevil first appeared in Texas in 
great numbers about 1892, and was re- 
ported first operating near Brownsville. 
The insect was evidently transported 
across the Rio Grande in the shipment 
of unginned cotton or carried through 
gales of wind, as they cannot ply any 
great distance without lighting. 

In 1895 the boll weevil had spread 
to a great distance, until now in 1903 
ft has reached the northern boundary 
and very nearly the eastern boundary 
of the state, being very close to the 
Bouisiana line. 

The Mexican boll weevil is of a grayish 
color, about one-fourth inch long, and 
while {t resembles to some extent the 
pea weevil, it is in no way related to 
this or the acorn weevil, and is easily 
distinguished from any of the various 
kinds of weevils, and the one great pecu- 
larity about‘it is {it never has been 
known to puncture any other plant ex- 
cept cotton, and really only feeds while 
in the worm stage. 


How the Weevil Operates. 

When winter sets in and there are no 
Squares on the cotton stalks to punce- 
ture the weevil hybernates, or in other 
words goes to sleep and remains dor- 
mant, until early in the spring when the 
cotton begins to put on squares, when 
the insect emerges from its winter quar- 
ters, from under bark, and decayed vege- 
tation, etc., and immediately begins its 
destructive work, the female depositing 
from 100 to 150 eggs in the squares dur- 
ing its working life, which is about fif- 
teen days, when it dies. The eggs are 
sometimes laid in very young and ten- 
der bolls, but never in the stalks or 
foliage. From the egg a small whits 
grub is hatched, which feeds entirely 
in the square or boll, until it is full 
grown, which requires about two weeks 
from the laying of the egg. When this 
worm is fully grown it transforms into 
the pupa, remaining in a partially dor- 
mant stage during this most wonderful 
development of the adult weevil. When 
the transformation is complete the in- 
sect eats a hole in the square or boll 
and emerges from it ready for punctur- 
ing. From the time the egg ts laid until 
the adult weevil appears is from 25 to 
30 days. 

The life of the weevil is only fifteen days 
during which time they do not eat any- 
thing, but simply devote their entire 
life to puncturing and depositing eggs 
in squares and bolls, making a con- 
tinuous and enormous increase every 
thirty days. One hundred weevils will 
produce from 100,000 to 150,000 weevils 
in thirty days, hence the rapid increase 
can readily be understood during the cot- 
fon maturing season of three or four 
months. , 


Methods of Destroying Weevil. 

So far the methods and means of de- 
stroying the weevils, or even checking it 
in its work of devastation, are so numer- 
ous that it is almost an utter impossi-

most logical, so far suggested by those 
who have experienced the terrible rav- 
ages of the weevil, is that cotton must be 
allowed further distance apart both in 
the row and drill, which will allow the 
rays of the sun to strike with greater 
force among the foliage and to admit 
of more intense cultivation than usual 
Also to permit the picking Of the fallen 
squares by hand. 

The greatest objection to this most feas- 
able plan is that it will necessarily de- 
crease the acreage per hand at least one- 
half and at the same time require doubic 
the usual amount of work, as the weevil 
will have to be continually fought from 
the plant until the bolls have so hard- 
ened until they cannot be punctured by 
them. It is claimed and confidently be- 
lieved by many farmers, some of whom 
have experimented with it, that the 
burning of sulphur ifn the cotton fields 
at night will effectually drive the weevil! 
from the cotton. This plan is to place tin 
cans containing a quarter of a pound of 
sulphur each on every thirteenth row 
and about 30 feet apart on the row. The 
sulphur to be lighted only at night, so 
that the fumes will settle in the folliage 
and squares where the Insect is at work. 
It is not claimed that the burning of 
sulphur will kill the weevil, but that it 
will cause them to fly for fresher air and 
henca will return after a short time and 
consequently the burning should be re- 
peated every two weeks. 

The weevil does not feed upon the fol- 
lage, hence it cannot be poisoned, and 
neither is it attracted by lights, as in the 
case of pea weevils, moth flies, etc. 

Now this crisis, which must be met by 
the cotton planter, is not a question of 
passing fancy, but a serious problem, and 
one in which the Interest of every citi- 
zen not only of Texas but of every cot- 
ton growing state is at stake as to the 
general welfare of the whole country. It 
is of vita] importance to every state in 
the south that the boll weevil be ex- 
terminated, or checked in its Tavageous 
course, as the time ts not far distant 
when the weevil will cover the whole 
eotton-growing region and the planters 
in every state will find themselves in the 
same distressed condition of Texas far- 
mers. That the boll weevil travels there 
is no question, but how and the various 
ways in which they travel is a mooted 
question further than “that they can be 
transported in anything shipped by ral!, 
or water. They have even been found 
alive in cotton bales, having passed 
through the gin saws and pressed into 
the cotton bale, from whence they have 
been taken out alive and uninjured. In 
this way the whole of Europe could eas- 
ily be stocked with them. Although they 
are short lived, they are hard to kill.

one in every respect. Tine locating of the 
kitchens at the end of the company 
streets nearest the ofticers’ tents 
Was not without its advantages.

Rainy weather preceded 
and followed the maneuvers, but during 
their continuance it was ideal, save that 
the nights were almost too eold for tent 
life to be comfortable, €ven with a stove 
The season of the year was’ perhaps @ 
little late for maneuvers. The general 
opinion seemed to be that fhe terrain 
at Fort Riley was less [Ike actual condi- 
tions would be than the more closely 
wooded country at West Point, Ky. 

The programme of events Included: 

The_ construction of entrenchments un- 
der the direction of the corps of en- 
gineers. 

Battalion. regimental and brigade drill 
In close and extended order, 

A review of the entire division of Major 
General John C. Bates, accompanied by 
Major General Sir Ian Hamilton of the 
British army; and such problems as: 

Outposts by regiments; 

Formation of outposts; 

Advance and rear guard; 

Deployment of the entire division: 

Contact of opposing forces of all arms; 

Attack and defense of a position; 

Attack and defense of a convoy. 

Little time was devoted to mere drill 
as it was assumed that even the Na- 
tional guard regiments had been suffi- 
ciently schooled therein at home. The 
national guard was used independently 
in but one problem. In this the troops of 
each state were given separate positions 
to defend against direct attacks of regu- 
lar troops. They acquitted themselves 
with credit. Yn addition, they took part 
in the various other exercises and were 
generally commended for their earnest- 
ness. 

In the maneuvers the opposing forces 
Were designated as ‘‘Blues” or “Browns, 
according to the color of the blouse worn. 

There were a large number of regularly 
detailed umpires who accompanied the 
opposing forces, being assigned to the 
various subdivisions, "who settled all 
questions at issue and:ruled out from 
time to time combatants as “‘losses,’’ In 
accordance with published rules. The 
actual collision of opposing forces Wwas 
prevented under all circumstances, a 
closer contact than {100 yards without 
capture not being permitted. : 

The spectacular feature was not en- 
cOuraged, great stress being laid upon 
the advantage of taking cover and the 
necessity for fire discipline. The use of 
cossack posts instead of the system of 
pickets and sentinels Was universal.

The question of the preparedness of our 
Georgia state troops for maneuvers is 
a serious one. I believe, however, that 
the preparatory training can be had at 
home stations and that. with earnest 
and intelligent preparation, and the 
equipment, which I understand has beén 
requisitioned for, we should make an ex- 
cellent appearance if we could carry to 
camp full. regiments. The government 
seems to want regiments of not less than 
600 men. Judging by the past this would 
require the consolidation of some of our 
regiments and a scheme for satisfactorily 
accomplishing this, in case of necessity, 
should be carefully worked out and an- 
nounced in advance. The national guard 
regiments at Fort Riley Were nearly all 
provisional regiments, to a greater or less 
extent, and had large numbers. 

[I believe that the early and positive 
announcement of these maneuvers for 
next year would greatiy stimulate the 
interest in the Georgia state troops.

The church grew and the great 
doctrines of God and Jesus Christ were 
explicitly defined. Standards of the faith 
were set up, and those avho sought fellow- 
ship in the church were required to 
accept these standards. The historic 
creeds have, doubtlessly, saved the in- 
tegrity of the faith in those periods when 
men were driven about by every wind 
of doctrine. Dogmatic theology is not to 
be wholy condemned. Criticigm, if there 
is to be any, must be directed upon 
the abuses of creeds and systems. The 
attempt to define Christianity once for 
all and the stern insistence that sub- 
scription to a particular oreed is abso- 
lutely essential, have brought about that 
condition which We recognize as theolog- 
ical unrest. 

“There are many people who believe 
in Jesus Christ, but do not belleve in 
many of the statements that have been 
made concerning Him. Some of these 
are in those churches which make the 
acceptance of such a statement the con- 
dition of membership. They crave the 
tellowship of Christians and yet they 
do not wish to misrepresent their theolog- 
ical views. Under such circumstances, it 
is hard for one to determine what is 
best. Besides, there are many of the 
Unitarian interpretation of Christianity, 
Who are desirous of a fuller and more 
fitting expression of the Christian life. 
They are by no means entirely satisfied 
With what has been said and done in 
the name of Christ. They earnestly 
seck a more comprehensive faith and 
pray for a closer fellowship among all 
who labor in His name, 

. is unquestionably true that the 
Study of religion in recent years and the 
teachings of present-day science have sug- 
gested to many the outline of an inter- 
pretation which they would gladly see 
accepted by organized Christianity. 
These new thoughts and hopes make 
those who entertain them restive. 

“The issue of present-day unrest in the 
religious life, let us hope, wil} be the 
reapplication of the Christian teaching. 
The ideal is that all sincere and hon- 
est Christians shall be .permitted to do 
their work in freedom and peace. 

“This struggle for freedom in religion 
which expressed itself in theological un- 
rest, in so far as it is a fight for real- 
ity in religion, is just the appeaj of men

Much of this worship is an 
abomination to God. All the music In 
the worship of God which is rendered for 
show and parade is a sacrilege and an 
insult. It is not true worship. All so- 
called sacred music rendered in the house 
of God or in the parks or theaters by 
profane and ungodly musicians }s in no 
sense sacred, and is an abomination to 
God. Sunday concerts, wherever held, 
are instigated by the devil, and are only 
a subterfuge to draw away the people 
from the true worship of God. These con- 
certs are in no sense sacred, because they 
are not intemded for the worship of God, 
but for the entertainment of the peopie. 
It is a religious farce. Those who at- 
tend or in am other way encourage 
such Sunday concerts violate and dese- 
erate the Lord’s day, and do not worship 
God. Ne music in the church or any- 
where else is sacred or acceptable to God 
when rendered by the profane and un- 
godly. Unless the music is rendered in 
the spirit of true worship, it is in no 
sense sacred, and cannet be acceptable 
to God. ; : 

“Not only must the worship of God be

“In many ways his work must have 
appeared, when judged in the light of 
the world to which he was sent to 
preach, as thankless and unpromising, 
He did not preach himself, nor seek in 
any way his own advantage. Self-denial 
in the great austerities which he prac- 
tised was another feature in the testi- 
mony of John. Our Lord wishes this 
practice to be found in His preachers and 
in His children, and He taught it to them 
by example. Most fitting was it that He 
should be a humble, poor and guffering 
preacher of a humble, poor and suffering 
Viaster., 

“Again the testimony of John was not 
silenced nor intimidated by the opposi- 
tion of men. It yielded not to the pow- 
erful argument of human respéct. 

“St. John openly testified and was not 
ashamed, and in this he is a bright ex- 
ample to the followers of Christ. Every 
one of us is called upon to imitate him in 
the work of giving testimony. There 
are times when the world puts the 
straight question to us, who art <aou? 
And it is our:duty at such times to 
give and answer, to

“There are timés when silence is cow- 
ardly. There is a timé to speak, and a 
time to be silent. If the spirit of the 
noble, outspoken John prevailed more 
in these days, injustice would not so 
easily triumph, and the eause of the 
church would meet with more zealous 
defenders.

He also has expressed the opinion more 
than once that there is no possibilitw of 
labor ever being so cheap in the United 
states. as to make possible competition 
with Burope and Asia in raising cocoons. 

“At the same time he holds that so 
many marvelous inventions and discov- 
eriés have surprised the people of this 
age that it is conceivable another one 
may be added to enable the United States 
sme day to engage in the growing of 
raw silk on a profitable basis. A ma- 
chine may be devised that will be a great 
advance over the presé@nt methods, he 
tis pointed out, but he foresees that 
emp this might not bring about the de- 
sed result, since the machine could be 
wed abroad, too, and the advantage of 
cheap labor would still be on that side. 

“Gerald McCarghy, state biologist of 
Nerth Carolina, contributes an article to 
asouthern paper which has reached the 
New York exchange this week. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy takes issue with Mr. Allen, and 
declares that the latter is the represen- 
tative of the silk manufacturers who wish 
to discourage the native industry, fearing 
that there will be too much competition. 
He says that the duty of 54 per cent ad 
Valorem On manufactured silk has cre- 
ated a monopoly. 

“Silk men at the exchange, after read- 
ing the article, said that the trouble with 
the business was that there was overpro- 
duction as a result of perfectly free and 
unrestricted competition. Consequently, 
they said. the auction rooms had been 
trowded this fall with surplus silks, which 
Were sold low in order to dispose of them. 

The manufacturers say that there is 
ho profit in the business now, so high is 
raw silk, compared with the prices offer- 
‘don manufactured goods.

Louis B. Magid, president of the Silk 
Culture League of America, and also 
editor of “Silk,” the official organ of 
this league, and who is actively develop- 
ing a big silk plantation of 3,500 acres 
near Tallulah Falls, Ga., radicallyé@differs 
With the article in question. In a state- 
ment of the matter as he saw it, he said: 

“Recently a number of articles have 
appeared in various journals the sole 
purpose of which appears to be to throw 
doubt and discouragement upon the very 
marked agitation of the matter of rais- 
ing silk in the United States, especially 
in the south. And remarkable to say 
these articles nearly all bear the ear- 
marks of having emanated from one 
and the same source—the same from 
Which this New York Times story ema- 
nates—Franklin Allen, secretary ‘of the 
SUk Association of America. 

“In July of this vear Mr. Allen, ae 
secretary of the Silk Association — of 
America, an organization of the silk 
manufacturers of the United States, pub- 
lished and cireulated a twenty-eight page 
pamphlet, the one theme of which was 
Silk cannot be successfully raised in 
the Tnited States, and there is no use 
trvineg it.’ 

“It looks as if he or some one whom 
he represents had opened a systematic 
campaign of fighting the very thought 
of raising silk in this country, 

“Sensible men hardly ever kick 
nothing. wide-awake 
men are not in the habit 
money to write, print 
pamphlets for nothing, 
cause of philanthropy, 
from embarking in 
erative enterrises. 

There is 
evidently a motive deeper seated that

“I happen to Know Mr. Allen personal- 
ly. It was my honor to have him solicit 
me to become a member of his associa- 
tion, which I did, when I was president 
of a silk factory in Massachusetts. He 
is too shrewd a. business man to be 
wasting time, energy or money in fight- 
ing a thing that, if his pamphelt is 
correct, never succeeded and never will 
likely amount to anything in the United 
States. : 

“I would like to review his pamphlet ff 
time and space permitted. I will, how- 
ever, notice only the salient points: After 
brietivy outlining the origin of seri-culture 
in China centuries ago, he purports to 
give a history of silk raising in the 
United States, north and south. He ad- 
mits that in the earlier days considerable 
silk was raised in the United States, and 
he quotes quite freely from his own re- 
port as one of the compilers of the United 
States census reports of 1900, as au- 
thority on the whole subject. 

“But the principal drawback to the 
best success of silk raising in these early 
days he does not consider at all, name- 
ly, the lock of factories 4n this country 
to buy and make use of the raw silk 
grown. It is not at all sifange under 
these conditions that the industry of 
raising the cocoons languished. 

“He admits that ail natural conditions 
are most favorable in the southern states

says: ‘Nothing more desirable can be ex- 
perienced in southern Europe or in Asia.’ 
He admits that we can grow silk success- 
fully: but he hinges the burden of_his 
adverse arguments on the idea that we 
cannot reel or unwind cocoons here in 
competition with the cheap labor of Eu- 
rope and Asia. 

“This is an old story. If this argument 
is potent as to sik raising, why is it not 
equally potent as to cotton and wool 
and wheat and many other things? No- 
body would ever be taken seriously who 
proposed that we cease to grow cotion 
because labor is very cheap in India and 
Egypt, and South Africa; or that we 
dispense with all our flocks in favor of 
South America; or that we get all our 
wheat from Russia. 

‘If the low wages argument fs potent, 
why try to manufacture silk in the United 
States in competition with cheap labor 
in foreign mills? Certainly our skilled 
factory people demand and command the 
best of wages. 

“But look at the facts: There is scarce- 
ly an industry in the United States that 
has made such a successful and rapid 
growth from almost nothing until today 
we are leading ail nations in silk manu- 
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acturing. In 1870 there were 86 silk 
ne an the United States, representing 
an investment of $5,859,000. In 1902 
there were 500 silk mills, with over 
$100,000,000 capital. In 1870 the value 
of the products of these mills was $12,- 
000,000. The president of the Silk Asso- 
elation of A®ierica, Mr, Allens associa- 
tion, in his address at the last annual 
banquet of the association at Delmonico’s, 
in New York, on Lineoln’s birthday, 
April, 1903. said that in 1902 $110,000,- 
000 would not cover ft notwithstanding 
the fact that the prices of the raw silk 
in, 1902 were less than half what they 
were in 1870. The same authority says 
that in 1902 the import of raw silk 
reached 13.000.000 pounds, whereas in 
1870 less than three-quarters of a million 
pounds were sufficient for our reqire- 
ments. In 1870 wages aid to abot 6,600 
operatives amounted to $2,000,000; in 
1902 about 70,000 operatives earned over

“But there is another chapter to the 
silk manufacturers’ story, and it is the 
mainspring of Mr. Allen's activity. On 
imported manufaqgtured silk there is an 
average duty of about 64 per cent. Raw 
silk, and this includes also reeled silk, 
comes in duty free. Just why reeled 
SIIK is in the free list is not so plain, as 
it is in fact a manufactured article, hav- 
ing been unwound on machinery before 
being sent to the United States. 

Now, if we begin to raise silk, these 
important industries raising and reeling 
silk may want protection also.

“For the year ending June 30, 
the duties collected on imported 
“amounted to about $19,419,961. Who 
pays this enormous sum? The people, 
the people who wear silks, of course. But 
that is not all they have to pay. Last 
year, according to President Huber, the 
Value of silk goods manufactured in the 
United States was over $110,000,000—that 
is, protected value. How much of that 
represents protection money? When a 
protection of 54 per cent is the barrier to 
foreign goods, is 50 per cent, or $55,000,- 
000, too much 1o say that the consumer 
of silks—men, women and children—pay 
now in order that the silk manutacturers 
may live and flourish and grow wealthy 
above what they would have to pay for 
siiks were this protection wall let down? 
It is trug that they give employment to 
about 70,000 operatives, and last year 
paid out $26,000,000. But there ig still 
an enormous sum left that the people 
have paid them ag a protection fund. 

“Now, if a protection that makes the 
people pay over $19,000,000 a year in 
duties alone in order that 500 silk mills 
may flourish is a good thing-—and } 
have never suggested otherwise—would 
not a protection that would double the in- 
come of haif of the farmers of the 
southern states, and help many in 
the northern states, also, be a better 
thing? And should not the silk manu- 
facturer who has been made rich and 
prosperous by this protection be the last 
man to strike at a movement that means 
prosperity and thrift to millions of fam- 
ilies who’ may producé and reel silk? 
Does the manufacturer mean to say that 
protection is good, very good, for him, 
but very bad for the producer? Can 
there be any other potent motive for his 
present activity along this line? 


Government Bounty Suggested. 


“By letters and editorially 1 have made 
this suggestion: The government collects 
Over $19,000,000 a year duty on silk im- 
ports—this the people pay to protect and 
foster the silk mills. The letter above 
quoted says that it would require at least 
a dollar a pound protection on raw silk 
to make the business of producing it pros- 
per in the United States. Grant it. Then 
let the government out of this duty col- 
lected pay a bounty of a dollar a pound 
on all raw silk produced in this country. 
If we get to the point where we produce 
all that our mills now use, the duty 
money will pay the bounty, thirteen or 
fourteen million dollars, and still leave a 
handsome surplus in the government 
treasury. This, in fact, wih be redis- 
tributing to our own people to help a 
new industry the very money they now 
pay to make another industry flourish. 
Would not that be a wise policy? Would 
it not lead to the development of another 
great industry that will be more general 
in its benefits and blessings than even 
the prosperity of silk manufacturing? 
Such a policy could not throw into con- 
fusion any other ‘great industry.° 

“But it hag not yet been made clear 
that silk cannot be profitably produced 
in this coumtry without a protective duty. 
About the only people who have put for- 
ward such claims are the silk manufac- 
turers themselves.

do; this vast sum instead of being paid 
to foreign countries would be distributed 
among our own people. Would it not 
mean many comforts and blessings and 
multiplied new .business activity along 
many lines, even though not supplemented 
by a bounty? The $25,000,000 paid an- 
nually by the silk manufacturers as wages 
is accounted a great feature of the in- 
dustry. But how much greater would 
it be to distribute nearly three times 
as much more? 

“Mr. Allen in the article which I have 
made the text for this interview con- 
cludes by saying that ‘the growing of 
silk is a subject more fascinating than 
gold mining or gét-rich-quick schemes.’ 

‘Now all that the most enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of silk culture is claiztgyg fOr it 
is that it will be a supplementary in- 
dustry for those who are now practically 
non-produceérs, namély, women and chil- 
dren and infirm men, to become produc- 
ers and by their ight work add $50, $100 
or even $300 to the income of the family 
each year. It is not a get-rich-quick 
scheme at all; but a help-everybody idea 
that will materially add to the general 
thrift, comfort and happiness of the peo- 
ple, If there is any get-rich-quick about 
the silk business surely: the silk manu- 
facturers have enjoyed and are enjoying 
it as the foregoing figures will show. 

“put the genera) prosperity of the peo- 
ple will’ in the end greatly benefit the 
silk manufacturers. Increase the thrift 
and wealth of the many people and they 
can and will] buy more of the manufac- 
turers’ goods. Grind them down to pay 
the high tariff to protect the manufac- 
turers and cut them off from an oppor- 
tunity to also reap some of the rewards 
of the industry when they can and should 
do it, and the people wil] have little 
money and less disposition to buy. Silk 
culture well developed means prosperjty 
for many people and more works for the 
manufacturers. 

“In a word, we can and will raise silk 
in the United States. It is one of the 
first industrial waves of blessing to our 
people ef this new twentieth century.’’

“Beat of thinking. reflection and mem- 
ory,’ “The inclinations, resolutions, 
terminations, purposes,"’ ‘‘The seat of the 
appetites, desires, emotions, courage,”’ 
“The moral character,” ‘‘The man him- 
self.’’ 

Jesus then meant by “heart”’ the source 
of moral life, the spring of moral] ac- 
tivity, the seat of motive, the citadel] 
of purpose, the principle of conduct, the 
inner, conscious personal life, the real 
man as he knows himself. 

The word which Jesus used ‘for 
means clean, pure, spotless. 
free from guilt or defilement, bright 
clear, unmixed, genuine, real, unadul- 
terated, completely honest, simple, gsin- 
cere, It is used throughout the New 
Testament for ethical rather than cere- 
monial cleanness. 

In its technical bearing, the expression 
“pure heart” is a correction of the pre- 
vailing notion of the blessedness of ‘“cere- 
monial cleanness.’ The religious teach- 
ers of Jesus’ day laid emphasis almost 
wholly upon ceremonial purity. They 
were scrupulous in their observance of 
ceremonies, like washing hands before 
meals, avoiding contact with dead bodies 
and retusing certain kinds of food. To 
them ceremonial defilement was to be 
dreaded. But, as Jesus said, they made

That a man’s heart must be pure in or- 
der to aprehend God is what we should 
expect. ‘There are some fine souls who

Jesus was an illustration of the truth 
that He spoke about His Father. He 
found only a small number who saw 
Him as He was. He was always Jesus, 
but to the multitudes He was a glut- 
ton and a wine-bibber. To Judas, He 


'was a selfish man, unwilling to distribute 
alms to the poor, but gratified at hav- 
ing costly perfumes wasted upon Him. 
To the Scribes and Pharisees He was a 
heretic: to Caiaphas He was the enemy 
of God; to John He was the Eternal 
Word. One must bring his own spirit 
into harmony with the spirit of God 
before he can know Him. 

There stands a plano whose strings 
are out of tune; they are so loose they 
will produce no musical tone.
